Another chapter was added to the 


list of accidents that have happened 
in 
this 
ci'-y 
on Thursday 
when 


Marcus Quinnell was thrown from his 
wagon and sustained injuries from 
which he died in a few minutes. 


The accident happened near the 


office of the Grand Kapids 
Lumber 


company and Mr. Quinnell was seated 
on some lumber tiiat he had in his 
wagon when his horse commenced to 
ahy and prance about, the result being 
that Mr. Quinnell fell between the 
wagon ana horse, the wheel striking 
hiin on the head with violence enough 
to cut a severe gash. The injured 
man was at once picked up and cat- 
Tied into the lumber office and medi- 
cal a&sistance 
telephoned for, but 


before a surgeon could get to the 
scene of the accident he wa» dead. 


Alvm Waters was on the wagon 


with Mr. Quinnell when the accident 
occurred «xud he stated that he could 
see no reason why the horse shied, but 
it did so soon after crossing the St. 
Paul track. Mr. Quinuell attemped 
to stop the animal and talked to it, 
but after going a short distance he 
slid off the front of the load' and to 
the ground. 
Young Waters was sit- 


ting on the back 01 the load and when 
Mr. Quinnell fell to the ground he 
slid off the back end and went to the 
prostrate man who was lying on. his 
lace. 
The boy called for help and Henry 


Giese, who works in the lumber office, 
heard the noise and went to the pros- 
trate man's assistance. Mr. Quiunell 
was carried into the lumber oifice atid 
laid on the floor, where he died ia a 
few minutes. 


Dr. Ridgnaan had 
been called to 


attend the injured man, but when he 
arrived Mr. Quinnell was dead. 
The 


doctor found uiat the man's face had 
been badlv mangled, his nos>e being 
crushed, left cheek toru and lacerated 
and a bad cut on the forehead over 
the left eye.

COUNTY BOARD MEETS. 


Session Will Probably not be a Lenghty one 


This Year. 


The county board tuet at the court 


house yesterday afternoon with Chair- 
man Brown in the chair and a full 
representat •- a. from the couit/ 
was 


present. The session will piobably 
not be a long one as there is not a 
great deal to do except allow the bills 
that come up in the regular routine of 
business. 
One of the matters to be decided by 


the board is where the nine sections of 
land 
belong that 
were 
recently 


detached from the city of Marshfield. 
The town of Marshfield repudiated 
them, and none of the other towns 
cared to take them under their wing, 
and the consequence was that they 
were what might be termed outcasts, 
unblessed and unassessed. Thesuper- 
visor of assessments prevailed upon 
the assessor of the town of Marshfield 
to assess them, but this was as far as 
it went. 
There is no question but 


what the nine sections belong to the 
town of Marshfield and is undoubt- 
edly where they will be put. 


A petition has been presented from 


a number of the residents of that sec- 
tion asking that a. separate town be 
made of these nine sections, same to 
be known as the town of Upham. 
It 


seems to be the general opinion of the 
members of the board that the nine 
square miles are not large enough to 
to be maae into a separate town, and 
that the expenses would be rather 
heavy' for a tract this size. However, 
it is said that there is no law govern- 
ing the size of towns, so there may be 
no legal impediment in the way. 


A petition was also presented from 


a number of free holders in the cran- 
berry district who want a tract of 
land set apart and same to be known 
as the town of Cranuioor. The tract 
is comprised of part of the town of 
Port Edwards and part of Seneca and 
includes 
about fifty square miles, 


being five sections from east to west 
and ten sections north and south. 


At the meeting of the board on 


Monday the bills against the county 
were read when an adjourment was 
taken until two o'clock this afternoon 
to allow the committees to do their 
work. 


Doings of the Consolidated. 


Matters at the new paper mill of 


the Consolidated Water Power com- 
pany have been moving along at a 
very satisfactory rate ever since the 
the'nice weather set ia, and as a con- 
sequence good progress is being made 
in the work, and everything is taking 
on a shape that impresses the visitor 
with the idea that the work is much 
nearer completion than it was even a 
few weeks, ago. 
The 
cofferdam has been finished 


across the river so that all 
of the 


water now comes thru the open pro- 
tion of the dam on the west side of the 
river. This makes it so that the water 
of the river can 
be used for power 


purposes, e%'en tho the main dam is 
not finished. The crib work of the 
dam is being rapidly filled in with the 
stone from the excavations, so that 
this part of the work will be quite 
solid in a short time. 
For some days past the steam drills 


have been at work where the tailrace 
will empty into the river and it will not 
be long before the river is cleared of 
obstruction. The company now has a 
fifty horse power motor 
operating 


their centrifugal pump at this point- 
and it gives excellent satisfaction, dis- 
pensing with the use of the traction- 
engines formerly engaged 
in 
the 


work. 
The water wheels are also being 


placed in position altho very little has 
been done that can be seen. 


The dike along the west bank of the 


river 
has 
been under construction 


for the past month and is nearly com- 
pleted. 
This embankment is 
an 


immense piece of work and filling has 
been done by the Wisconsin Central 
railway com'pany. The dike extends 
from the stone wall near the mill to a 
point north 
of 
the Green Bay & 


Western tracks. 
About three train- 


loads of filling material are dumped 
in per day, and some of it has to be 
hauled a long distance in order to 
secure the proper kind of dirt. 


MAN DIES FROM 


HYDROPHOBIA. 


JOSEPH ROEDKA OF SIGEL THE 


VICTIM OF THE CASE. 


Becomes Inoculated With the Disease by 


Skinning Cattle That had Died.—Cows had 
previously Been Bitten. Dies in Horrible 
Agony. 


The first victim of hydrophobia in 


this section was Joseph Koedke who 
died at his home in the town of Sigel 
Irom the disease on Monday morning 
at five o'clock. Mr. Roedke was inocu- 
lated with the disease thru a cut on 
one of his fingers, while he was 
engaged in skinning some cattle that 
had died in a mysterious manner. 


It seems that Mr. Roedke had had 


several cattle bitten by a rabid dog 
some time during the early part cf the 
summer, but that he did not know that 
the dog- was mad. The cattle seemed 
to suffer no inconvenience at the time, 
but two of them died a few weeks ago. 


Mr. Radke skinned the animals and 


at the time was a small cut on one of 
his fingers, altho h.2 thought nothing 
of the matter at the time. Later the 
finger began to swell, the soreness 
extending to the arm, and on Sunday 
the man had become so sick that Dr. 
Pomainville of this city -was sum- 
moned. After the doctor had 
been 


with the man for a few mi.iutes he 
detected symptons of hydrophobia, 
and he visited him twice that day. 
but could do nothing to relieve him. 
Mr. Roedke was delirious touch of, the 
time and he died Monday morning- 
after suffering- horrible ag-ouy.

was fifty years of age and leaves a 
wife and family. 


It is stated that Mr. Roedke also fed 


some of the meat of the dead cattle to 
his chickens and hogs and that these 
died latter on, tho this report cannot 
be verified.

THE TOWER OF SILENCE. 


Bombay's Greivsome Cemetery itiid 


It* Well Fed Vultures. ' 


The Tower of Silence on top of Mal- 


abar hill is the prettiest spot in Bom- 
bay. There is a circle of concrete walls 
twenty-five feet high. Inside this wall, 
six feet from the top, is au inclined 
floor of concrete, divided into three cir- 
cles and surrounding a pit. The outer 
circle is widest and is for the men; the 
second circle is a little narrower and is 
for the women; the inner circle, sur- 
rounding the pit. is narrowest of the 
three and is for the children. The cen- 
ter pit is deep and filled in the bottom 
with sand and charcoal. There are 
five of these. When a Parsee dies he, is 
laid in one of these. No one ever sees 
the inside but those who bear the bod- 
ies in. and they do not look around, but 
walk right out. Overhead and perched 
on the tops of the walls are many vul- 
tures. When a body Is borne In these 
vultures swoop dotvn, and in two 
hours they have eaten it clean. Then 
the bones are swept into the pit. and 
the rain washes the circles clean, and 
the bones in the pit crumble to dust, 
and the water drains off through the 
sand and. charcoal into the earth. The 
vultures sometimes become so large 
and heavy they can hardly fly. They 
allow no other birds near the place. 
That is bow the Parsees dispose of 
their dead.

Quuint Custom* and Traditions u.nd 
Slngruliir NuxueM—Tlie Story of tlie 
Street of tlie Iluveii. 
Every old city has its legends, Its 


stories, its peculiar customs and its 
characteristic quarters. 
Of all the cit- 


ies in the new world, Mexico lias clus- 
tered within it more of legend, history, 
tradition and quaint customs and peo- 
ple than any other. 
Almost every 


street has its story, and these stories 
cover all the gamut of the picturesque, 
the horrible, the sentimental and the 
pathetic. 


In its early history the City of Mex- 


ico was divided into wards, or quar- 
ters, each one of which was the special 
home of some trade or profession. 
There was the street or quarter of the 
shoemakers, the streets of the silver- 
smiths, of the bakers, of the saddle 
makers, of the butchers, of the watch- 
makers, of the silk merchants, of the 
wine sellers and so on. 
There was 


even the street of the colnu makers. 
Many of these old names still exist, 
.though the caste-like character of the 


v.'»treets has somewhat changed. One of 


the most fashionable streets of the city 
is Plateros, the street of the silver- 


k smiths?. 
Even today there are more 


''jewelry shops on this street than any 


other kind of business, and here still 


hare to be found the most fashionable 
ajewelry and art curio stores of the city. 


The street of the coffin makers still 


aexists and is now very appropriately 
rknown as the Street of Death. It is a 


• narrow lane, running the length of 
jonly one block. 


Cinco de Mayo (5th of May) street 


was named iu commemoration of the 
decisive advantage gained by Mexican 
troops over the French, which took 
place upon that date. This naming of 


i streets, parks and public places after 
dates is common in Spanish countries. 


One end of Ciuco de Mayo street en- 


ters tho Zocalo, the principal square of 
the- city. The Zocalo has seen many 
historic happenings. 
There in olden 


times was the great temple of the Az- 
tecs, which was, with its accompanying 
base or pyramid, larger than St. Pe- 
ter's at Home, tlie largest church build- 
ing in the world. There, too. was the 


! palace of Moutezurna. in fact, two pal- 


aces, both noted, one the old. in which 


I were quartered Cortez and his officers, 
i a building whose vast size excited the 


I admiration o'~ even the Spaniards them- 


j selves. used as they were to the vast 
i structures of the Moors of their day. 


I which t-till existed iu Spain in all their 
! splendor. 


i 
On tho Zocalo, too, is the Cathedral 


' of Mexico, the third largest church 


( building m the world, which occupied 


i 100 years in building. On this public 


,' square t.:e common people belie\ed for 
' a lonjr time that the ghost of the unfor- 


j tunate Aztec 
emperor. 
Montezuuaa, 


j -wandered at night huuonting the loss of 
' empire and the destruction of his peo- 
| pie. Even today the humbler folk be- 


lieve that a tunnel connects the cathe- 


; drill with the castle of Chapultepec, the 


j presidential residence, three and a half 
' miles away, at the end of the Paseo do 


I la Keforma. one of the linost and no- 


blest public drives in the world. 


One of the historic streets of Mexico 


is Mariscala. This faces the north side 
of the Alanieda, the largest and most 
fashionable park of the city. It was 
along this street that the army of Cor- 
tez. the great conqueror of Mexico, 
passed ou the "dismal night" when he 
was driven from the city by the Aztecs. 
On this street, too. occurred some of 


j tlie most desperate fighting on that ter- 


j rible night. There the Spaniards were 
! able to do nothing against the tiger-like 


i ferocity and fanaticism of the Aztecs. 


I 
On the opposite side of the Alaineda 


* is Avenida Juaro?.. named after 
the 


[ great Mexican reformer, who had freed 


j tho country from the grinding rule of 
! the church. This is a wide, well paved 


• strei-t and on account of its width and 


j its central location is tlie scene of all 


j the public processions, especially those 


j of a civic character. This street is a 


continuation of the great public drive, 
the Paseo de la Refonna. 


Many of the streets have very curious 


names. 
For instance, there are the 


Street of the Lost Child, the Street of 
Peace, the Street of the Arts, that of 
Hie Wood Owls, the Deer. Sorrow, the 
Sad Indian, the Holy Ghost, of Christ, 
of Jesus, of tlie Sanctified Virgin, of the 
Purified Virgin, of Death and tho Lane 
of the Rat- All of these have stories 
connected with them. 
Many of the 


streets have names that sound impious 
to northern ears. But there is no more 
thought of Impiety in naming thorn 
than there is in calling a boy Jesus. The 
Street of the Holy Ghost was original- 
ly the Street of tlie Church of the Holy 
Ghost. So on with the other streets 
bearing sacred names. This curious, in- 
congruous use of sacred names is to be 
frequently noted in Mexico. 


The streets of Mexico commemorate 


the names of many famous rulers. They 
also record the names of desperate 
characters. There is the Strait of Don 
Juan Manuel, who committed murder 
in defense of his own honor, which he 
.believed his wife had tritloiT with. Re- 
port says that tho house where he lived 
\vas haunted and for very many years 
it remained empty because no one 
dared to live in it. 
; 


There is also the Street of tho Raven, 


where it is said there lived an old man 
who had sold his soul to tho devil. Here 
he lived with a raven which the com- 
mon people believed was tho devil in 
disguise. Ono day tlie old man and the( 
bird disappeared In tho course of a ter- 
rible thunderstorm, 
lonvinc: 
behind 


them only a few feathers and a sus- 
ipicious smell of brimstone. So tho street 
iwas called nftor tho raven because the 
.people did not wish to take tho name of 
the devil }n vain.—Modern Mexico. 
i 


HOW TO MAKE CAKE.

Miss Lily Haxworth, who is said to 


be the only l<K:turer on cooking to re- 
ceive u gold medal for her work in this 
line, gave a practical, helpful talk on 
cakes and frosting at a pure food show 
recently. Miss Haxworth is a graduate 
of the National Training School of 
Cookery( London, England. 
7L'hese are 


a few of her suggestions on cake mak- 
ing: 


The smaller the cake the hotter should 


be the oven. Large rich cakes require 
very slow baking. 


Grease cake pans with lard or drip- 


pings, as butter will be likely to make 
the cake stick owing to the salt in it, 


In making fruit cakes add the fruit 


before putting In the flour, as this will 
prevent it falling to the bottom of the 
cake. 
Flouring the fruit is unneces- 


sary unless the fruit is damp. 


If a cake cracks open while baking 


the recipe contains too much flour. 


In creaming butter and sugar, when 


tho butter is too hard to blend easily 
warm the bowl and, if necessary, warm 
the sugar, but never warm the butter, 
as this will change both texture and 
flavor of the cake. 


To get a fine grained cake beat thor- 


oughly after the flour is added. 


Sweet milk makes cake that cuts lite 


pound cake; sour niilk makes spongy, 
light cake. 


Always sift flour before measuring; 


then it may be sifted again with the 
bakinc powder to insure their being 
thoroughly blended. 


Hotv to 3Inke Raspberry 


For raspberry vinegar pour a quart 


of good cider vinegar over two quarts 
of red raspberries and set aside for 
two days. Drain off the liquid and 
pour it over a second two quarts of 
raspberries. Repeat this process once 
more, strain carefully and add a pound 
of sugar to each pint of juice. Boil five 
minutes and bottle. In serving allow 
two-thirds of water and a generous por- 
tion of shaved ice to two-thirds of the 
vinegar. 


to Cse Lemon.-! to Ad.~vn.nta.sfe. 


Few things are more disconcerting to 


the thrifty housekeeper than a spili of 
ink on her snowy napery. If a fresh 
lemon is always kept in the house the 
ugly black stain can be entirely re- 
moved by cutting a quarter of lemon 
and squeezing the juice on the ink 
spot, which should then be rubbed over 
with yellow soap and rinsed in cold 
water. 
The properties of the lemon 


are so numerous that, like a bottle of 
sweet oil. no housekeeper should ever 
be 'without both these commodities. 
Apart from culinary uses, if a child 
wakes up with a tight little cough the 
juice of a lemon, mixed with honey 
and given In small quantities, is most 
soothing. 


How to Stralsrhten the Shoulders. 


The foHovring is an excellent exercise 


for straightening the shoulders: Stand 
quite uprigjit and raise your arms till 
they are in a straight line with your 
shoulders. 
Still keeping your elbows 


in the same position, touch your shoul- 
ders with the finger tips. 
Lower the 


arms to the sides. 
Repeat, but don't 


go on long after the muscles begin to 
get tired. Take a rest and try again 
later. 


HOTV to Stop Cramp In the Leers. 
People who are subject to cramp in 


the legs should always be provided 
with a good strong piece of cord, espe- 
cially in their bedroom. 
When the 


cramp comes on take the cord, wind it 
round the leg over the place where it 
is cramped, take an end In each hand 
and give it a sluirp pull, one that will 
hurt a little, and the cramp will cease 
instantly. 
People much subject to 


cramp in bed have found great relief 
from wearing on each leg a garter of 
wide tape, which has several thin slices 
of cork (cut off a wine bottle cork) 
stitched on to it. 


How to Clean Inkstands. 


Silver inkstands and other writing 


table 
Implements 
constantly 
get 


stained with ink, which, if treated at 
once, is easy enough to remove. 
If, 


however, it has been allowed to harden 
on, try washing it in hot borax and 
water, and if this is ineffectual rub 
the stains with a solution of chJoride 
of lime. 


How to t«e Oia Slilit TVai.its. 


Old shirt waists may be used to good 


advantage by being made into kimono 
dressing sacks. Remove the collar and 
cut in a V at front of neck. Remove 
cuffs, gather at wrists and take out 
gathers at waist line. Now take cloth 
of a contrasting color and sew a strip 
about two inches wide around bottom 
of waist and sleeves and up fronts 
around neck, and tho kimono is com- 
plete. They are very little trouble to 
make and are both pretty and com- 
fortable on a hot dav. 


How to Stain Wood Blnelc. 


Dissolve two ounces of shellac with 


one ounce of borax in a quart of water. 
Roil until a perfect solution is obtained, 
then add two tenspoonfuls of glycerin. 
After solution add 
sufficient aniline 


black soluble in water, and the mixture 
is ready for use.

WASHINGTON LETTER 


[Special Correspondence.] 


The annual report of the operations 


of the dead letter oillce for the fiscal 
year ended June 30 has been prepared 
and will be embodied in the forthcom- 
ing report of First Assistant Postmas- 
ter General Wynne. The report states 
that it is made to appear that there 
has been a large and steady increase 
in its annual receipts, which is due, it 
is stated, to the great and constant in- 
crease iu the volume of matter passing 
through the mails. 


The total receipts for the year were 


something over 10,000,000 pieces, the 
largest in the history of the office, ex- 
ceeding those of the preceding year by 
some 830,000 pieces. Of the aggregate 
number 8,SDu,203 pieces were opened. 


The money found in opened letters 


amounted to $48,034, but this sum in- 
cluded money, generally coin, found 
loose in the mails or in post offices and 
consigned to the dead letter 
office. 


Commercial 
paper 
found, 
such 
as 


drafts, checks, money orders, etc., rep- 
resented a face value of $1,493,503. 
The Ruinber of merchandise parcels re- 
ceived was 234,580, which were re- 
stored to the owners as far as possible. 
Photographs 
were found in 219,933 


letters and parcels. Letters which con- 
tained postage numbered 249.933. The 
domestic misdirected letters received 
numbered 344.201. 
There were 131,- 


032 letters hold for postage. 


Xortli Entrance Closed. 


The north front 
entrance to the 


White House has been, again closed to 
the public, not to be opened except for 
the president, his family and friends 
until the presidential fumily take their 
next protracted vacation out of the 
city. 


The thousands of tourists who visit- 


ed the White House while the presi- 
dent and his family were at Oyster 
Ba3' not only entered by the north door, 
which was closed all winter, but alsc 
had the range of the- entire first floor 
and basement without the trouble of 
getting a pass. All of the house but 
the east room and lower corridors and 
dressing rooms are now closed. 


Hereafter entrance will be by way 


of the east wing opposite the treasury 
department. 


Changes In the Hn.ll of tire House. 
Extensive improvements at the capital 


have been in progress ever since the 
dissolution of the Fifty-seventh con- 
gress, some of these having been un- 
dertaken two years ago, but Superin- 
tendent Woods says that the capitol 
will be ready for congress by the 1st of 
Xovember. The Fifty-eighth congress 
wi!! be composed of 3SG representa- 
tives and four delegates, an increase of 
thirty over the membership of the last 
congress. 


The hall of the house has been so ar- 


ranged as to seat 200 members on each 
side of the main aisle. The new desks 
are ready to put in place. 


The speaker's lobby has been finely 


frescoed by Rochertuan, a pupil of 
Bmmidi. who for many years was en- 
gaged on the decorations of the capi- 
tol, including the dome. 
Post Office Committee Caairmansliip. 


Formal announcement is made that 


Representative John II. Ketchain of 
XBAV York is to succeed Eugene F. 
Loud as chairman of the post office 
committee of the house. Tills commit- 
tee is expected to be one of the most 
important during the next congress, as 
it will conduct the investigation of the 
postal scandals which, it is generally 
understood, congress will order. Ketch- 
am does not want the place. He is 
seventy-one years old and the ranking 
member of the committee. Congress- 
man Smith of Illinois stands next to 
Ketchain, but Mr. Cannon decided he 
could not appoint him chairman bo- 
cause Illinois already has its share of 
chairmanships. 


Treasury Department Employees. 
The treasury department has pro- 


mulgated regulations governing the 
appointment of unskilled laborers in 
that department. The reiruJa.: us vary 
little from those that have been in ex- 
istence, there bennr added the order of 
President Roosevelt that ihe element 
of age shall be omitted in cn^o of sol- 
diers and sailors of the civil war and 
their fitness decided by their physical 
qualifications, moral character, indus- 
try and adaptability for manual labor. 


Didn't Xced n Dot-tor. 


"Glad to see you. Rixoy. but we don't 


need a doctor." 
That was President 


Roosevelt's hearty ^reetinsr to Surgeon 
General Rixey of the army, the White 
House physician, on his return to the 
capital. 
As he spoke he waved his 


hand toward tho Roosevelt carriage. 
tilled with healthful members of Ins 
family. The president was well bronx- 
eU and appeared to be in excellent 
Itealth. 
Mrs. Roosevelt, too, and the 


children, with the exception of Miss 
Alice, wore croatly improved by their 
summer's outing. 
Miss Alice, on the 


other hand, seemed thinner than when 
she went away. 
Too many social en- 


gagements during tho summer may ac- 
count for that. 


Seeds For tlve Philippines. 


The Philippine bureau of agriculture 


has forwarded to the bureau of insular 
affairs, war department, a report on 
the introduction and distribution of 
seeds and plants in the islands, which 
shows that much has been done in the 
way of introducing new food and for- 
age plants as well as new fruits and 
other growths of economical value. The 
experiments already conducted demon- 
strate that many garden vegetables of 
northern origin may bo grown in great 
perfection in the Philippines.

Judge Gate had associated with him 
the late Senator Daniel W. Vorhees of 
Indiana, a noted criminal lawyer and 
an able man, but the witnesses were 
examined and most all the work in the 
court room was practically performed 
by Judge Gate. A.1 W. Sanburn, now at 
Ashland, was also associated with him 
and made the opening address to the 
jury. The defense was conducted by 
John Winans and Ogden H. Fethers 
of Janesville. 
On June 19, 1886, W. 


W. Haseltine shot A. E. Morbe in front 
of the WadJeigh residence on Mam 
street as the latter was driving west in 
a carriage. After being shot Morse 
sank down in the carriage and his 
horse ran to the public square, where 
his body fell out of the buggy to the 
ground. 
When 
the 
by-sstanders 


reached him he was dead. 


At the trial a plea of temporary 


insanity was interposed and after a 
trial, which 
occupied ten days, the 


jury found that the defendant was 
insane at the time he fired the fatal 
shot. 


In that case 61 men were examined 


before the jury was selected. 
One of 


the jurors before whom the case was 
tried wa& A. A. Sherman, father of 
Mrs. Harroun who is now on trial for 
the murder of her husband.

his seryices at

Bottomly'* Plctaresqiae Career." 
Horatio Bottomly, whose purchase of 


the London Sun over the head of the 
Harmsworths was a recent journalistic- 
sensation in the British capital, has 
had a picturesque career. lie is still a 
young man. though two decades have 
passed since he began to burn oil in 
Fleet street. 


Ten years ago he had a reputation — 


no doubt quite undeserved — such as is 
now enjoyed by Wbitaker Wright. 
When brought to trial on grave charges 
he conducted his own defense, though 
a layman, and Avith such brilliant abil- 
ity against two of the finest counsel in 
the "United Kingdom that the lord 
chief justice. Baron Coleridge, advised 
him to give up trying to float ''ques- 
tionable financial enterprises" and to 
hang out a shingle as an authority on 
corporation law, adding, "You seem to 
know the whole thing ns well as I do.'' 


In 1SSG he contested an Islington di- 


vision of London in tbe Liberal inter- 
est against Sir George Trout Hartley. 
who asserted that bis sole qualifica- 
tions for parliament were "audacity 
and mendacity." This was scarcely ac- 
curate. 
But Mr. Bottomly did ad- 


vance most decidedly novel views, doc- 
trines so novel that Bartley met them 
•with this gibe: "Hamlet said, 'There 
are more things in heaven and earth, 
Horatio, than are dreamed of in your 
philosophy.' but if he had known the 
Horatio whose other name is Bottom- 
ly he would have admitted that Ho- 
ratio knew it all." 


Mr. Bottomly, ringing the changes 


on his opponent's middle name, retort- 
ed, "I thank Gcxl. whatever else I may 
be, that I am not compelled to try to 
conceal beneath a trout's exterior the 
qualities of a frog." 


"Wu's Attempted Suicide.

merly Chinese minister to this country, 
is the central figure is being repeated 
in diplomatic circles and amonsj news- 
paper correspondents at Washington.

Cui», Spoon niid Scale*. 


"About so much of tills" and a "pinch 


of tuat" are measures tried, true and 
trusty for tbe veteran chef whose long, 
loiiy years iii and years out of doing 
the same thing over and over again 
and again have given judgment and 
understanding. 


But the cup and the spoon and tbe 


scales are tho best measures for all ex- 
cept this veteran chef and those who 
have the rare good gift of cooking 
straight from the gods. 


Dry ingredients such as flour, sugar, 


spices and soda should be sifted before 
measuring unless the recipe states to 
the contrary. Many carefully written 
and many times tried recipes fail for 
want of this tiny and important trifle, 
for a tablespoonful of unsifted flour 
measures over twice as much after 
being sifted. 


A spoonful of liquid means a spoon- 


ful to the brim, n spoonful of dry ma- 
terial means that whatever is meas- 
ured should be rounded as much above 
tbe spoon as the spoon rounds under- 
neath. When a level or heaping spoon- 
ful is meant it is so stated in recipes. 
A half spoonful is measured length- 
wise, not across tbe spoon. 


A cupful is an even cup leveled off, 


not shaken down and running over. 
Tbe best measuring caps are glass 
marked Into thirds and fourths and 
showing the contents.

Every housekeeper acknowledges the 


superiority of aluminium dishes for 
use in tbe kitchen, and many are pre- 
vented only by the price from banishing 
all tin, iron and porcelain cooking dish- 
es in their favor. A lady -writing from 
New York tells of another desirable 
thing in their favor beyond their clean- 
liness ami smoothness. She says: "We 
put all tbe silver to be cleaned in an 
aluminium kettle full of hot water and 
let it boil for fifteen or twenty min- 
utes, then remove and rub dry with a 
clean cotton cloth. 
The kettle will 


have to be cleaned, as all the tarnish 
from the silver will seem to be in it. 
but- it is much easier and quicker 
work to clean one kettle than all tbe 
various spoons, knives, forks, etc."

Wortli Knowing. 


When an aggravating little hole sud- 


denly appears in an agate or porcelain 
lined stewpan do not throw it away 
as past redemption. 
Take one of the 


round headed paper fasteners such as 
lawyers or teachers are in the habit of 
using to keep the sheets of a manu- 
script together, push the two level flat 
clips through the hole from the in- 
side, bend back on the outside; then, 
laying the basin on a hard surface, 
hammer the round head down flat on 
the inside. It requires but a moment's 
work, and your dish is as good as new. 


Bits About the House. 


When color has been taken out of 


any color by acids sponging with am- 
monia will often restore it. 


Ammonia is an excellent remedy for 


the bites and stings of insects. 
It 


should be applied immediately if pos- 
sible. 


Mildew stains can be removed by 


rubbing with ammonia diluted with 
wuier. 


A few drops of ammonia in the bath- 


ing water is very good for oily skins. 


Iodine spots on linen will disappear 


if soaked for a time in ammonia and 
rinsed in clear water. 


The best way to clean hairbrushes is 


with water to which a few drops of 
ammonia have been added. 


Old newspapers make excellent pol- 


ishers or wipers for gas and oil stoves. 
After boiling, if tbe stove is spattered, 
rub off with the papers, and you will 
find the range quite bright and clean.

melons from Illinois is an instance of 
how a good business may grow rapidly 
from a small beginning. In 1SS5 a res- 
ident of Marion county brought a pock- 
etful of seeds from Texas, where he 
had been living. The Illinois soil and 
climate proved so favorable and the 
melons so suited those who began to 
grow them for home use that a few 
were shipped to Chicago. The returns 
encouraged other • farmers to plant 
them, and it is reported that a crop 
worth S1UO to $200 per acre is not un- 
common there, and one acre has netted 
S350 to the grower in a single crop. 
The land which they are grown on was 
valued at about §10 per acre twenty- 
five years ago, and now it would sell 
readily at SluO per acre if put on the 
market. This is but one instance of 
learning what the land is adapted to 
produce and then making a special ef- 
fort to grow that crop and find a mar- 
ket for it. There are many acres of 
land in New England now producing 
little or no income to the owner that 
might be profitably worked if put in 
the crops for which they are best fit- 
ted.—American Cultivator.

It is owing to 
this particular requirement that coffee 
has never been successfully produced 
in the United States.—Success.

The Potato Crop. 


The potato crop will be smaller this 


year than that of a. year ago; but, if 
the October estimate of the govern- 
ment department of agriculture turns 
out correct, there will be nothing 
approaching a potato famine in the 
United States—on the contrary, 
the 


1903 crop of potatoes is above the 
average of the past ten years. 
The 


average annual production for ten 
years past has been 73.1, while the 
department's October estimate for this 
year is 74.0. This is equivalent to 
saying that the whole crop of th« coun- 
try will amount to 240,000,000 bushels. 
Here is an estimate by sections, the 
figures being compared with the act- 
ual yield for 1902:
